ginning and advanced wood¬ 
working classes, and a finish¬ 
ing room; a combination elec¬ 
tronics lab and electricity lab 
for working with electricity, 
radio and television, and a gen¬ 
eral shop for work with metals, 
plastics, and metals. Classrooms, 
a supply room and a cremamic 
lab are included in the general 
shop. 

A graphic arts lab will have 
facilities for platen press print¬ 
ing, offset printing, silk screen¬ 
ing, and etching.
